Dear Larz: 

I am writing in regard ‘5 the 
surprising number of patrons 
served by the R.F\D. Carriers jn 
Wilmington, as shown by your sto. 
ry of last week. ThisIs an average 
of 640 patrons per carrier, which 
means that some have more, per. 
haps some less, This was an ex. 
celient time of the year to make 
this point, for this is the one time 
of the year when mis-understand. 
ing and ill-feeling are at their 
height among our patrons. In our 
defense may Texplaina thing or two 
to the people who apparently know 
so little about, and expect so much 
from their rural service! 

First, your mail does not come 
to us all ready to be delivered- we 
spend from two to four hours each 
morning lining up every peice of 
mail so that when we arrive at Box 
A, Mr, A’s mail is there and w, 
know if he has a parcel, it’s lab” 
enough to fit im the box or not, and 
if he has any ‘Signature’ mail, It’s 
surprising how many people don’t 
realize this, or that when we re- 
turn to the Post Office after {inish- 
ing out route we spend from one to 
three hours working more of the 
mail, which is to go out next day, 

Second, we are the only service 
that provides just about total pos- 
tal service, We are virtually a 
post office toyour door. Exception; 
‘Though it is requested, by the Post 
Office Department that patrons af- 
fix their own stamps to outgoing 
mail all yearlong, during the month 
of December it is required, We 
pick up no ‘lickers’ in December. 

Third; We-carry on no personal 
vendetta against any of our patrons, 
With so very many patfons to serve 
we simply cannot give special ser- 
vice to any one. We do the job ac- 
cording to the instructions given us 
by the Post Office Department, We 
try to do it conscientiously, we try 
to give you the best service we can, 
we are concerned that your mail be 
delivered correctly and safely. We 
are human, we make mistakes, we 
do get tired and irritable on along 
hard day, and perhaps sometimes 
we hurry a bit when the load is extra 
heavy. We spend from nine to 
twelve hours a day workimg and de- 
livering your mail, 

And fourth, now is the season of 
snow and more snow, Please be- 
lleve that we would prefer to de- 
liver your mail, When the approach 
to the box is not shoveled out so 
that we can reach it, bringing your 
mail back to the Post Office only 
makes more work for us, Our in- 
structions are that the carrier 
must be able to service the box 
without having to dismount from his 
vehicle, and that means to drive up 
to it, and away from it, 

Obviously this too is because 
there are so many patrons to serve. 
Were we to make exceptions we 
would be unable to finish the route 
in aday, There never is ‘just one’ 
exception, The alternative 1s for 
the patron to Provide some other 
receptacle placed within the car- 
rier’s reach, so that he may place 
mail in it, We,don’tlike shovelling 
but we must clear the way to ou! 
box, or we get no mail too. Weare 
rural patrons, we well as rural 
carriers!
